THE GREAT FORCES. 
It has been a pleasure for Ada to entertain the church 
people who have assembled here this week. They have left 
impressions upon the city that will make it a better place in 
which to live. We hope that they will come again before 
long, just as we hope that other denominations will come. 
A convention such as this puts more religion and particularly 
more Christianity into a community, and the results are good. 
The three great forces for good, it seems to us, are the 
churches, the schools, and the press. The churches are the 
first and essential force for good citizenship and right rela­ 
tions between man and man. The schools train the mind and 
body, and the thinking man is a better Christian than the 
unthinking one. The press keeps him informed about the 
other two and about other matters of importance. 
The time once was when many ministers thought it wise 
to criticise 
press, and even now one can be found occas­ 
ionally. It is true there are newspapers conducted by men 
w*ho are not good at heart and are not trying to render a 
real, constructive service. But most of them are trying to 
render service and are glad to co-operate with the ministers 
of the gospel in their efforts. 
More space is often given to a prize fight than to a 
revival or an educational meeting. But on the other hand, 
who ever heard of a newspaper trying to raise money to help 
a prize fighter?
